Author of "Good Morning, 
Bill" Is Writing New Book 



P. G. Wo d eh o use 
Keeps Busy in Nazi 
Prison -Camp

There has never been a better 

example of the true British spirit 
of imperturbable calm, pluck, and 
ability to laugh in the face of ad- 
versity than the unparalleled story 
of P. G. Wodehouse. The author of 
the McGill Players Club's forth- 
coming production of "Good Morn- 
ing, Bill," and the creator of the 
unexampled Jeeves is at present 
calmly sitting in the padded cell 
of an ex-mad house in a Silisian 
prison camp, writing a new book 
on the Commandant's typewriter. 

The situation itself is material for 
a good comedy such as only Wode 
house can write, but it is very un- 
likely that he will write such 
comedy until he is safely out of the 
enemy's clutches. In the meantime 
he is doing a tale about three 
American crooks in England. 

When interviewed by an Asso 
ciated Press reporter Mr. Wode 
house was wearing a long, heavy 
tan bathrobe, held together by 
leather belt, and in trousers, 
sweater, jacket, and gloves. He car 
ried a three-inch stack of sheets of 
paper— the innards of the new book 
Daily Schedule 
Asked about his daily schedule, 
Wodehouse laughed, and obtaining 
permission from the accompanying 
German officer, said that his day 
began with reveille at 6 a.m., dress 
and wash, the breakfast, followed 
by roll call at 9 o'clock, after which 
the prisoners have a chance to see 
the doctor and pursue their own oc 
cupations until lunch, since civil- 
ians are not required to do any 
manual labour. After lunch Mr, 
Wodehouse retires to the small side 
room beside the recreation room to 
continue work on his latest book 

It has often been said that the 
style is the man himself, and Wode 
house has certainly lived up to this 
maxim. Attempts are being made 
by influential citizens in the United 
States, to get Wodehouse outside 
the barbed wire and into a hotel, 
where he could merely report to the 
authorities from time to lime, but 
these have so far been unsuccesg' 
fui. 

The spirit of Wodehouse, how- 
ever, Jives on in his books and 
plays, one of which, "Good Morn 
ing, Bill," a perennial favourite 
with London audiences, is being 
produced by the McGill Players 
Club on the 13th, 14th, and 15th of 
February.

ALFRED NOYES 
CLOSESSERIES 

Speaks on 'The Relation Be- 
tween Poetry and Reality' 

Declares That Poetry Is 
Vitally Concerned With 
Fundamental Realities 



Poetry is very closely related to 
reality, said Alfred Noyes in the 
final lecture in the series in Moyse 
Hall yesterday. But he went on to 
say thai, poetry is concerned with 
the fundamental realities, the fun- 
damental concepts of the universe 
and not material details of the tem- 
poral world. 

Dr. Noyes spoke to a large gath- 
ering of students and invited guests 
who filled the hall to overflowing. 
He was introduced and thanked by 
the Hon. Dr. Cyrus McMillan, M.P., 
Dean of the Faculty of Arte and 
Science. 

Speaking on the subject "The Re- 
lation of Poetry and Realty," Dr. 
Noyes stated that in his opinion 
many modern poets dwelt too 
much on superficial realities of the 
material world, and neglected the 
basic and fundamental realities. 
Quoting from Shakespeare's "The 
Tempest" he pointed out that these 
material things are subject to 
change and decay, while the fun- 
damental realities are timeless and 
unending. 

The poet need not deal with 
these more significant values In ■ 
sermon, but rather may suggest 
them. He may do it unconsciously. 
Referring to science, he stated that 
true science, far from preaching 
against those spiritual values, leads 
more and more to their realization 
and acceptance. He quoted Dar- 
win to show that even this master 
of evolutionists believed that the 
universe did not Just "happen" 
without the help of some Creator. 
He went on to point out that Her-

McGill Graduate Named 
Operator of Cyclotron 

Dr. J. F. Snell, Graduate in Physics, 
Appointed by University of Chicago to 
Control Atom Smashing Machine 



The University of Chicago 
has appointed Dr. J. F. Snell, a 
McGill graduate, as operator of 
the immense atom smashing 
machine which it is completing. 

Dr. Snell is not only a former 
McGill student but also the son 
of Dr. John Ferguson Snell who 
headed the department of 
chemistry at Macdnnald College 
for a number of years. 

The son was one of McGill's 
most brilliant students. He did 
research work and post gradu- 
ate work in physics under Dr. 
J. S. Foster and was awarded 



an 1R58 Exhibition Scholarship 
in recognition of his outstand- 
ing ability. This carried htm to 
the University of California, at 
Berkeley where he worked 
with Dr. O. E. Lawrence, Nobel 
Prize winner and inventor of 
the cyclotron, an advanced de- 
vice for smashing the atom. 

The 80 ton cyclotron which 
Dr. Snell runs at the University 
of Chicago will bo used in 
furthering physics research and 
making artificially radioactive 
elements used in fighting can-

Noyes States People's Opinion 
Not Represented by Critics 

JOURNALISM DIVERGENT 



Believes Canada Can Help 
Restore Faith Lost in 
Europe 



"Canada can set her face 
against the perversions which* j£ 
have attacked the poetry of the 
old world." This is the inter- 
pretation by Dr. Alfred Noyes 
of the part our country can play 
in the future development of 
poetry. In an interview yester- 
day after the third in his series 
of lectures, Dr. Noyes stated his 
belief that Canada can help re* 
store the faith which has been 
lost in Europe. 

Mentioning the late John Buchan'i 
conviction that the present trouble 
rises from attacks on religion, the 
well-known poet quoted Lord 
Tweedsmuir's statement that "Fate 
is an anvil which has outworn 
many hammers." 

The people do not really welcome 
the modern trend said Dr. Noyes; 
nor can the literary critcisms in. 
journals be considered to represent 
the opinions of the public. He men- 
tioned an experience of his own, 
when, after reading an editorial 
stating that no one would dare 
read Longfellow on a public plat- 
form. Dr. Noyes gave a lecture to 
a teachers' association quoting from 
that poet, and received much ap- 
plause. 

Another example of the diver- 
gence of journalism from common 
opinion was the statement by var- 
ious American journalists that Hit- 
ler is one of the greatest men who 
ever lived. This illustrates the point

A revamped Columbia Records Corporation 
is giving Victor stiff competition these days. 
Under a new tie-up with CBS. the rejuvenated 
Columbians arc out to match the best in the 
field by copping oft such topnotch artists ns 
Petri, Gicseking, Milstein. Szigetti, the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra under Bnrbi- 
rolli, Stokowski and the All-Amcrican Youth 
Orchestra, the Cleveland Symphony with Bod- 
zinski, and Dimitri Mitropoulos' Minneapolis 
Symphony Orchestra. Add to this earlier con- 
tracts with Beecham and Weingartner, and you 
have a formidable array of topnotchers. 
Among the recent Columbia releases, we pre- 
fer Milstein's handling of the Tchaikovsky 
Violin Concerto to Heifctz's older version, 
though Frederick Stock's Chicago Symphony 
is not as colourful tonally as Barbirolll's Lon- 
don Philharmonic. The Milstein tone is broad- 
er and the interpretation though less glossy is 
perhaps more sincere. To us, Milstein's per- 
formance is far more exciting but then, if* 
largely a question of personal taste. Jascha 
can hardly be classed as a slouch. 

Another fine Tchaikovsky recording is the 
Egon Petri performance of the B flat minor 
Piano Concerto, accompanied by the London 
Philharmonic under Walter Goehr. There Is 
more fire than usual in Petri's solid playing 
and his rounded singing tone makes this quite 
a remarkable performance on the whole. 

The tremendous volume of Tchaikovsky re- 
leased this year, coincides with the hundredth 
anniversary of the great Russian composer 
whose most popular work, the Fifth Sym- 
phony, is played beautifully by the Cleveland 
Orchestra conducted by Artur Rodzinski. This 
is perhaps one of Columbia's outstanding ach- 
ievements in a technical way. With amazing 
fidelity, the engineers have transferred to wax 
a stirring interpretation of music which is 
played a little too often to retain its appeal, 
year after year. But it seems to us that even 
hardened cynics will thrill to the inspired and 
well-paced playing of the Cleveland men, and 
to the shamefully under-rated work of Rod- 
zinski at the podium. 

The All-America Youth Orchestra, which 
last summer toured South America under Leo- 
pold Stokowski, makes its record debut, ap- 
propriately enough, in Dvorak's Symphony No. 
5 "From the New World." It is an unmistake- 
able tribute to Stokowski's dominating per- 
sonality that this group of talented young mu- 
sicians performs so well after only a few 
months of playing together. But Stokowski's 
histrionics are more than we can swallow ex- 
cept in small doses, and the recording is 
acoustically, not up to his exacting standard 
with the Philadelphians. Tricky change of 
pace may be a necessary part of every great 
baseball pitcher's repertoire, but on the con- 
cert stage it is a mark of shoddy sensational- 
ism.

Popular Music 

Benny Goodman's new band appears on 
wax for the first time in "Henderson Stomp" 
and "Nobody," on Columbia record C157. 
Frankly, both sides are disappointing. Stomp 
was written and arranged by Fletcher Hender- 
son and features Smack on piano as well as 
Benny on clarinet. Nevertheless, although the 
band plays well, neither the melody nor the 
arrangement lends itself to good swing. Result 
—a mediocre side. The reverse features Helen 
Forrest in u pleasant vocal— but catch the 
sloppy ensemble work of both saxes and brass. 
"Frenesi," that BMIsused melody, was evi- 
dently recorded by (he Goodman crew at a 
later date, for it shows great improvement. 
But the uld Goodman brilliance is still missing. 
"Hard to Get," the flipover, is probably the 
worst side Goodman ever recorded. 

Jn "My Wanderin' Man" (Columbia C172J, 
Count Basie's band slips into a delicate blues 
groove. A year ago, I would never have be- 
lieved that this band could play delicately, 
but during the past few months the Count has 
done much to increase the versatility of his 
outfit. Don Redman's jump arrangement of 
"Five O'clock Whistle," on the reverse, makes 
Basie sound as if he were trying to imitate 
Raymond Scott. On both these sides we miss 
the tremendous virility of the Count's natural 
uninhibited style. 

Gene Krupa's "Blues Kreig" (Columbia 
C167) is a run-of-the-mill riff tune, and apart 
from good solos by Unorman Bales and trum- 
peter Cherock, kick* not at all. "Yes My 
Darling Daughter" goes to «how that even 
Irene Daye pulls a boner sometime*. 

What may turn out to be the Jast record- 
ings made by Hal Kemp before his death were 
issued by Victor this month. They are "So 
You're the One," "Walkin' by Ihe River," "The 
Moon Fell in the River" and "The Lady with 
the Red Hair." There's not much that one can 
bay about this kind of music. All tunes are 
gives a good to calmant fax the traditional 



Kemp style, and serve to illustrate the oft- 
repeated contention of Jazzmen that good sweet 
music is still possible without resort to trom- 
bone glisses and wailing saxophones. 

Even your reviewer (who is quite Inured 
to this sort of thing) could not stomach more 
than n few bars of Cnb Calloway's "Coin' 
Conga" (Columbia C1G0). which features such 
eminent conga anil rhumbu experts as Chu 
Berry. Tyrco Glenn and Cosy Cole on gourd, 
castanets and marracens. The reverse, "North 
of the Mohawk Trail" is no better than its 
title would lead you lo expect. Even the gor- 
geous sliphorning of Tyrce Glenn could not 
save the platter from our critical ashcan. 

"Frenesi" (What, again?) is handled neatly 
and cleanly by Al Donahue on Columbia C175. 
In addition to fine work by the sax section, 
there arc good bits by piano, nlto and tenor. 
Phil (Yes, he used to be with Lloyd Huntley) 
Brito sings very soothingly on "I Hear a Rhap- 
sody," the reverse.

Fritz Stiedry conducted the orchestra of 
Les Concerts Symphoniques in n purely or- 
chestral program last Tuesday evening. The 
audience was noticeably smaller than when 
some visiting soloist is on hand to perform a 
tour do force with the orchestra, but made up 
for its size by its enthusiasm. 

11 was* rewarding to see the orchestra cut 
down lo a string section of less than thirty 
members for the exquisite Eine Kleinc Nacht- 
musik of Mozart. This work ns the name sug- 
gests, a little night music, is a simple evening 
serenade consisting of four pnrts, a serenade, 
a romance, a minuet and a rondo. The string 
section of Les Concerts Symphoniques had a 
field day, and did credit to themselves playing 
delicately and with precision. Stiedry's con- 
ducting gave the whole an intimate quality, 
one suspects him of being thoroughly versed 
in this genre, since he is the permanent con- 
ductor of the New Friends of Music in New 
York City, who make a specialty of Mozart 
and Haydn. 

, Again in the prelude to Lohengrin, the 
string passages were noticeably well-phrased 
and the brasses performed with admirable re- 
straint. In the prelude A TApres-Midl d'une 
Faune, all sections of the orchestra united with 
Mr. Stiedry in conveying the pure sensual im- 
pressionism of Debussy; justice was done to 
the rich orchestration and the solo flute was 
excellent. This tonal sketch has been the 
stamping ground of all aspiring male ballet 
dancers since Nijinsky created the role thirty 
years ago, but visually in Nijinsky's dance 
conception of the prelude as universally adopt- 
ed, the jerky gestures of the faun tend to de- 
tract from the liquid rhythm of the music. 

The first symphony of Brahms made up the 
major part of the program. This symphony, 
the greatest first symphony of any composer 
and the most popular of Brahms four, is the 
richest in pure melody. Who can accuse 
Brahms of being cold, severe and unmelodic 
after hearing this work? In his conception of 
the symphony, Mr. Stiedry confirmed the im- 
pression, made at his last concert, that he is a 
sincere and authoritative conductor able to 
bring out the better qualities of an orchestra. 
The pizzicato sections of the third movement 
afforded an example of this, they were precise 
and shaded to a pleasing delicacy. The horns 
redeemed themselves for minor errors by play- 
ing the Westminster motif of the fourth move- 
ment beautifully. Unfortunately, the tympan- 
ist performed rather over-zcalously in the op- 
ening bars of the first movement.

opera fans with tendencies toward 
the sentimental. The money rea- 
lized by the sales will bo used for 
a students' fund through which 
tickets to the "Met." will be pur- 
chased for the use of music stu- 
dents.

He had heard that Lily Pons cut a 
hole In the curtain for every new 
role she sang, and he happened to 
bo a Pons admirer. One letter 
came from a man in California who 
wanted a piece quite understand- 
ably. Ho was the Metropolitan'3 
curtain boy in 1904. 

News Is heard of the formation 
of the "Free Company." a group 
representative of leading American 
writers, playwrights, and artists. 
Members of the company nt pres- 
ent include Robert Sherwood, Marc 
Connelly, William Saroyan, Max- 
well Anderson, Burgess Meredith, 
Orson Welles, and a whole com- 
pany of others equally conspicuous 
upon the contemporary artistic 
scene. While plans seem to be 
still somewhat tentative, the main 
reason for the conception of the 
Company seems to be for the pur- 
pose of counter-attacking propagan- 
da in the United States. It will be 
interesting to follow the develop- 
ment of this Free Company.

PROFESSORS AND JOKES 

One of the devices employed by 
the professor to reduce the vulture- 
like characteristic of his students 
is the "joke.'' And we cannot help 
admire the generous manner in 
which university faculties give ref- 
uge to the world's hoary, old. sup- 
erannuated gags, furnishing them 
with an asylum as long as they both 
shall live. Typical of professorial 
titter-patter is the coniferous, or 
evergreen, variety of joke. This 
species has life breathed into it 
annually. Like a fine wine, it im- 
proves with age, because the civil- 
ization in which it was conceived 
has gradually disintegrated, and 
there is no possibility of it being 
recognized by any living person, 
even assuming that any living per- 
son would be broad-minded enough 
to recognize it.
